The storm of last Sunday night 
left a snowy fringe on the higher 
ridges and clothed Santa Rosa, San 
Jacinto and San Gorgonio w ith new 
w inter garments. Far down the Lit­

early in the winter. 


But why mention such a self- 
evident fact as snow on the 
mountains. 
A bout ten o clock 
M onday morning, in the busi­ 
ness section of Palm Springs, I 
asked two persons if they had 
noticed the snow on the m oun­ 
tains. 
T hey seemed quite sur­ 
prised and replied that they had 
not seen it. 
N oticing snow on 
nearby mountains m ight be 
a 
waste of time for a busy p er­ 
son engaged in business pursuits 
but 
sometimes it does 
seem 
rather contradictory to 
drive 
ahead for material 
gain 
w ith 
which to retire; then travel to 
be entranced with th e snow on 
the m ountains of some distant 
land and not to notice the snow 
on the mountains here, that vis­ 
itors who have worked hard in 
some other locality, have come 
m any miles to gaze upon; they 
sit in the sunshine, look up at 
the snow on the m ountains and 
consider 
themselves 
fortunate 
that they have 
worked 
and 
saved in order to retire to w in­ 
ters 
on 
the 
D esert 
of 
the 
Palms. 
T h at is a rather long 
and complicated sentence b u t I 
hope you get the idea. Propor­ 
tion in life activities is to 
be 
carefully planned. 
A relative, 
an overw orked physician 
and 
surgeon 
of 
wide 
experience, 
spent the greater part of an eve­ 
ning, years ago, expounding at 
length upon that subject for my 
benefit. 
A t the conclusion 
I 
asked with all the blunt tru th ­ 
fulness of youth, “W h y don t 
you take a much needed rest?"’ 


A nyw ay the D octor's advice con­ 
tained in that effusive address has 
been heeded in this far that I try to 
look upon my daily 
surroundings 
with the interest that a traveler from 
far distant parts would. 
H ence it 
is more or less of an inform al ritual 
to look over the landscape and note 
the various moods during the differ­ 
ent periods of the day. 
I feel that 
somehow those two persons missed 
something in not having noticed the 
snow fringe on the higher ridges. 


Randall H enderson, publisher 
of th e Calexico Chronicle, told 
me 
of the group 
of native 
palms found in the S. H . m oun­ 
tains in Arizona. 
It seems that 
they are not of the same species 
as those growing in this vicin­ 
ity. 
T he A rizona palm is call­ 
ed W ashingtonia arizonica. 
A 
few seeds were given to me and 
they are considerably 
smaller 
than our palm tree seeds. 
I be­ 
lieve that the native habitat 
of 
W ashingtonia filifera 
will be 
found to be confined to the D es­ 
ert of the Palms and its contin­ 
uation into a limited section of 
Mexico. 


Last Tuesday I was the guest of 
the R otary Club of Calexico. Calex­ 
ico is situated in the extrem e south­ 
ern section of the D esert 
of 
the 
Palms, w here irrigation has pushed 
the desert from the population cen­ 
ters, creating a great agricultural em ­ 
pire w ithin the desert confines. C red­ 
it, in part at least, for making this 
developm ent possible m ust be given 
the Colorado river w hich deposited 
the silt on the floor of old 
Lake 
Cahuilla and now furnishes th e w a­ 
ter for the irrigation system. 


Lake Cahuilla form erly occu­ 
pied the large basin area, lying 
at about sea level and below, 
extending 
from 
Indio south­ 
ward 
just 
into Mexico. 
For 
some time the Colorado R iver 
flowed into Lake Cahuilla, fu r­ 
nishing w ater to m aintain it 
against the 
high 
evaporation 
rate and also carrying the silt 
that settled to the bottom 
and 
now composes the rich soil that 
irrigation has made productive. 


Lake Cahuilla disappeared w hen 
the 
Colorado 
river 
changed 
its 
course and again flowed into the 
G ulf of California. 
T h e w ater is 
now brought into the basin by man- 
made ditches w hich distribute it for 
use in agricultural pursuits. 
T his 
diversion of w ater again led fo r a 
short tim e to the flowing of 
the 
river into the basin. T h at was acci­ 
dental. 
But before th e w ater was 
again confined to its present channel, 
Saltón Sea had been formed in the 
lowest part of w hat was form erly 
included in Lake Cahuilla.

“Crime Marches On.” 
Police 
of 
Riverside and San Bernardino coun­ 
ties were searching Tuesday night for 
a fugitive from justice who shot Ralph 
Mosher in Beaumont at an early hour 
that evening. 
Mosher, the wounded man, was rush­ 
ed by ambulance to the Banning Hos­ 
pital. He presented a gruesome sight, 
as he bled profusely from a charge 
■of gunshot which had been fired at 
dose range. 
Mosher was wounded in the head, 
left shoulder and behind the ear. 
At 
the hospital yesterday he was able 
to talk, but could give no clue lead­ 
ing to the identity of his assailant, 
nor could he give the reason for the 
assault. 
Mosher is an ex-service man. 
resident of Beaumont 
for 
several 
months past. 
Mosher, age 37, disabled war vet. 
«ran. was shot down In the parlor or j 
his home on East Sixth street, by an 
unknown assailant who crept to the 
window of hie house 
shortly 
after 
dark, and fired point blank at the ex- 
nervice man with a 410 gauge shot­ 
gun. 
Mosher was struck 
by 
two 
«hots, once in the back of the head and 
in the left shoulder. 
The attempted murder took 
place 
around 6:45 p. m., though due to the 
fact that Moeher might have lain un­ 
conscious on tiie floor of his home be­ 
fore staggering to the La France Win­ 
ery. to tell by incoherent motions that 
h f had been shot, the time is purely 
conjectural. 
W hether Mosher was shot by some­ 
one seeking revenge, or by a drifter is 
not known. 
His sheltered life in this 
region, where he was known to only 
s Tew people, balks any attempt to de­ 
termine w hether he had incurred the 
enmity of someone who might have 
traced him to this community and 
then in a cold blooded manner stood 
at the window of his home and firtd 
a t him with a shotgun. 
On Monday Mosher received a gov­ 
ernment compensation check, accord­ 
ing to sheriff's station officers, inves­ 
tigating tiie case. However, so far as 
c a n be determined at the present time, 
his assailant did not enter the house, 
and no evidence is present to indicate 
that the motive for the attack was 
robbery. 
Very little is 
known 
of 
Mosher's life. 
A grudge might have 
Ibeen the motive. 
The shots were fired from the west 
window, a jagged hole in the glass, 
around which powder burns are eas­ 
ily discernible, attesting 
the 
close 
proximity of the gunman who attem pt­ 
ed to slay the war veteran, and bloody 
splotches on the floor 
show 
that 
Mosher m ust have collapsed on the 
floor. 
How long he may have 
lain 
there cannot be determined definitely. 
He finally staggered to the LaFrance 
Winery where he notified them by mo­ 
tions that he had been shot. 
L. E Terry, one of the few friends 
in whom Mosher had confided, 
was 
called to the Banning Hospital late 
Tuesday night, when medical attend­ 
ants reported that Mosher was call­ 
ing for him . 
Terry left' for Banning 
and was with the wounded man prac- 
•tically all n ig h t 
Mosher recognized 
him and spoke, declared Terry, hut 
also added that he was delirious and 
seemed unable to speak. Grave fears 
were felt for a time due to a previous 
illness suffered by Mosher. 
Neither Terry nor others 
locally 
who knew Mosher could believe that 
a possible grudge of long 
standing 
could have precipitated the shooting. 
Both affirmed that Mosher was 
a 
friendly type of person who got along 
well with those he knew. They scout­ 
ed the idea of a secret enemy and de­ 
clared that in all the time they knew 
Mosher, he had given not the filight-

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“B E T T E R O FF DEAD" 
“—And Sudden Death,” the auto accident ar­ 
ticle that took the country by storm a month or so 
ago, now has a sequel. J. C. F'urnas has written 
another. 
Few who read Furnas’ first plea for safety 
will ever forget the horror of it. He told such 
gruesome details as the “pointless flopping” of 
injured victims attempting to stand up and the 
nauseating appearance of a human head sliced 
off clean at the eyebrows. 
The first plea was a national event. It was 
printed in thousands of newspapers throughout 
the nation, was distributed widely in pamphlet 
form, was passed out to violators by traffic offi­ 
cers, and was dramatized on the screen by 
“March of Time.” 
The new article that came out last week in a 
booklet published by Simon & Schuster likewise 
ought to be read by everyone who drives a car. It 
is of the same character, and entitled “Better Off 
Dead.” The theme of it is that all accident vic­ 
tims don’t die, but the lots of them wish they had. 
“He was doubled up like a broken stick,” Mr. 
Furnas describes a man with a back broken in an 
automobile accident. “They didn’t dare try to 
unbend him till they reached the hospital. He was 
still alive and conscious. He proved that by steal­ 
ing a policeman’s gun out of its holster and try­ 
ing to shoot himself while he still had the chance. 
“Thanks to the doctors that man is still alive. 
He has been operated on 25 times. He is always 
in acute pain and paralyzed from the waist down. 
. . . All that ever happens is that the orderlies 
come and take him up to the operating room for 
another hopeless job.” 
These horror pictures of J. C. Furnas’ are 
pretty stiff medicine to read. But apparently 
what America needs is stiff medicine, which, al­ 
though unpleasant, often saves people from even 
greater unpleasantness.- 
Half the spinning of the cable for the San 
Francisco-Oakland bridge has been completed 
and now the work of “squeezing” the 17,464 in­ 
dividual wires into compact 28 3-4 inch “suspend­ 
ers” has been started by a huge hydraulic jack 
which exerts a pressure of many tons. 
Prominent movie star denies he is engaged 
to be married, since he already has one wife. Mar­ 
ried folks should at least wait until divorced be­ 
fore becoming engaged.

DESERT TRAILS! 
MUSEUM TO START 
INJPALM CANYON 


T he D esert T railside Museum will 
be established in Palm Canyon this 
w inter. 
The Indians last week gave 
perm ission to Ted Zschokke, the nat­ 
uralist, to build his proposed out-of­ 
doors m useum in a very suitable loca­ 
tion in Palm Canyon, thus ending a 
three-year search. 
The site lies in an old abandoned 
channel of the riv er 
four 
hundred 
yards up the canyon front the Trading 
Post. 
It is perhaps unfortunate that 
it is th at far from the end of the road, 
but th at is the only fault in an other­ 
wise beautiful location. 
The two hot 
springs w ith th eir palm groups over­ 
looking the canyon, and the 
several 
acres of level land above the 
flood 
level m ake it m arvelously well suited 
for this venture. 
A m useum of the type proposed, as 


shown by the Desert N ature T rail of 
two years ago, can with very little ex­ 
pense be m ade into a w orthwhile en­ 
terprise. 
The Nature T rail presented 
to the public an hour and a quarter 
of exhiibts at a cost of less than fifty 
dollars for m aterials and three or four 
m onths work on the p art 
of 
Mr. 
Zschokke and his father. 
As the ma­ 
terials for the exhibits are still 
at 
hand it would not cost very much to 
install them and add to them so as 
to have at least two "visitors hours" 
of exhibits. 


Because of the location, this would 
be very well w orthwhile even at the 
start. 
A museum can be thought of 
as distributing to the public am use­ 
m ent and education. 
Although 
the 
visitors are the ones who directly re­ 
ceive these values, it is a m istaken 
policy for museums to have an adm is­ 
sion charge in order to m aintain their 
work. The situation is sim ilar to th at 
of libraries or schools. 
The Indians 
realizing th a t the m useum would in­ 
crease their gate receipts are loaning 
the land, ren t free, w hich is quite a 
help. 
The naturalist feels that the 
village and Riverside county should 
contribute to the financial support of

this venture in return for the indirect 
benefits th at would come to them . 
Though the value of a m useum can­ 
not be expressed in dollars, some idea 
of its earning power can be had in 
this way. 
The proposed museum ex­ 
pects to have a t least an attendance 
of 50 visitors a day, (only a fraction 
of those who visit the canyon). These 
people would spend on an average 
over half an hour on the paths so that 
the m useum would be distributing at 
least twenty-five hours of am usem ent 
value a day. Am usem ent costs about 
fifty cen ts an hour, so th a t at the 
very m inimum, the museum would be 
“earning” ten to fifteen dollars a day | 
—or expressing it differently, the vis­ 
itors would be obligated to th at ex­ 
tent to th e sponsors of the museum. 
From an educational standpoint it 
would be even m ore valuable to the 
village and county, for it would b e ' 
adding to the visitors’ appreciation of 
the d esert and therefore his interest 
in it.

There are more than 700 species of 
flowering plants and 70 different ani­ 
m als in this desert area, according to 
the statem ent of Don Admiral, natur­ 
alist and lecturer from Palm Springs, 
who addressed the Rotary club mem­ 
bers at their weekly luncheon pro­ 
gram. 
The speaker covered many interest­ 
ing phases of desert life during his 
address and showed colored slides of 
som e of the m ost scenic spots. 
His 
comm ent on the characteristics 
of 
m any of the well-known desert shrubs 
proved especially interesting to those 
present at the meeting. 
Discussing Lake Cahuilla, w hich oc­ 
cupied the Im perial basin before the 
white man came, he said th a t 
this 
lake probably existed as late as six 
or seven hundred years ago. T he white 
w ater line which is visible on 
the 
m ountainside near T ravertine rock, he 
said, was form ed by the w aters of the 


lake. Large num bers of Indians dwell­ 
ed around the shores. 
He showed m any fine views of the 
palm groups to he found both in the 
canyons and on th e open floor of des­ 
ert. 
Some of th ese palm s may have 
been planted by th e Indians, he said, 
but the m ajority of them are native. 
He 
urged 
th a t 
new spapers 
and 
cham bers of com m erce 
adopt 
the 
name “Desert of the P alm s” for th is 
area, replacing th e "Colorado R iver 
Desert" term w hich has been used in 
the past. 
The new name is accu rate­ 
ly descriptive of the basin, and will 
be a trem endous asset to this section 
of the state. 
The speaker w as introduced by R an­ 
dall Henderson, who served as ch air­ 
man of the day and who presented Mr. 
Admiral as “one of my allies in the 
campaign which the Chronicle

There would he some reason 
for the name if the desert were locat­ 
ed in the state of Colorado. 
I think 
'Desert of the Palms' is the best name 
for our desert, for it has many palm- 
covered canyons and it is the only 
place where such palms grow native. 
It’s the right name, so let's use it.” 
Hobart Garllck: 
“We have avoided 
using the name Colorado desert in 
our advertising, because it is confus­ 
ing, consequently our area is simply 
referred to as 'the desert.’ 'Desert of 
the Palms’ is an excellent name, and 
I hope it will be adopted by all who 
have occasion to talk or write about 
our desert.” 
Palmer Gillette: 
"The new name 
for our desert, 
as suggested in the 
last Issue of The Desert Sun, Is excel­ 
lent. 
It is euphonious, and it accu­ 
rately describes this area. 
It should 
be acceptable 
to everyone 
here, as 
well as in the Coachella Valley, where 
the fruit of the palm is the principal 
asset 
I have never liked liked the 
name ‘Colorado 
Desert’ 
for such a 
large region located entirely in Cali­ 
fornia, because the name is mislead­ 
ing.” 
Dr. C. D. Williamson: 
"I think so 
much of the new name that I expect 
to have 'Desert of the Palms, Loveli­ 
est of All,’ printed on my stationery 
in the future. 
A. W. Stark: "The 
name 
of this 
desert should have been changed long 
ago. 
1 think 'Desert of the Palms’ is 
very good, and 
I doubt 
if a better 
name could be found that would so 
accurately describe our desert and be 
so acceptable to all concerned.” 
George Karoly: 
“I think the name 
of this desert should be changed, but 
I prefer the name 'Palm Desert' be­ 
cause it is shorter. 
Since you sug­ 
gested the change of name in the last 
issue of The Desert Sun, I have heard 
others say that the name ‘Palm Des­ 
ert’ would he preferable.” 
Carl G. Lykken: 
‘"'Desert of 
the 
Palms” is a good name. 
I approve of 
it, and I hope the new name will he 
adopted and used generally.” 
Mrs. Frank Goff: 
“ ‘Desert of the 
Palms' is a very good name for our 
desert, and I will use it in my new 
hotel 
folders. 
This 
desert isn't in 
Colorado, so why should it he called 
Colorado desert?” 
El wood Lloyd: 
“ ‘Desert 
of 
the 
Palms' is the right name for this des­ 
ert, 
which 
differs 
from 
all 
other 
deserts of the West because of the na­ 
tive W ashingtonia palm trees. 
I like 
names that are euphonious, and also 
descriptive of the locality. 
I always 
preferred the original 
Indian name 
for the Coachella Valley, which meant 
'Valley of the 
Little Flying Shells' I 
rather than the modern name, ‘Coa- ] 
cholla Valley', because that valley has 
millions of the 
little 
flying shells 
which were deposited there when it 
was an inland sea." 
Bob Ransom: 
“I prefer ‘Palm Des­ 
ert’, because it is 
shorter, 
but the 
word 'Palm' should be used In naming 
our desert.” 
Only one person Interviewed object­ 
ed to the changing of the name; not 
because he didn't like the suggested 
new name, hut because he prefers to 
perpetuate the old names. 
R. Bruce 
Cregar had this to say: 
"The Colo-1 
rado desert 
was 
named 
by early 
Spanish explorers over 300 years ago, 
and I would prefer it to remain the 
same. 
We have changed most every­ 
thing in this state to something mod­ 
ern. 
The palms are a part of this 
desert, and It is well-known now even 
in other countries. 
These palms are 
found only from Snow Creek to Car- 
reyso Gorge. The palms In the Short­ 
horn Mountains of Arizona are W ash­ 
ingtonia Arizonicus, being of a small­ 
er type than the W ashingtonia Fili- 
feria palms found on our desert.”
